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By virtue of an act of the General Assembly, approved May 9th, 1879, 
Renewal Revenue Bonds amounting to $250,000 were issued to redeem a like 
amount of revenue bonds falling due in that year. These bonds were pay- 
able out of the revenue fund, and matured June 1, 1881. The anticipated 
revenue receipts for the six months ending June 30, 1881, were deemed 
insufficient to retire these bonds, in addition to paying current expenses, and 
such extraordinary demands as are always incident to a session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Under an act approved March 26, 1881, the Fund Commissioners were 
empowered to borrow for the State $150,000.00 for a time not longer than 
six months, and at a rate of interest not greater than five per centum per 
annum. On the first day of June, 1881, the Fund Commissioners executed 
their note to J. C. Van Blarcom, cashier of the Bank of Commerce, in St. 
Irouis, for the sum of $150,000.00, payable six months after date, with 
interest at the rate of three per centum per annum. This note, together 
with the interest thereon, was promptly paid at maturity, and thereby the 
State revenue fund was relieved of a bonded indebtedness which at the 
beginning of the year amounted to $250,000.00. 

PAYMENT BY THE HANNIBAL AND ST. JOSEPH RAILROAD COMPANY. 

It was provided in an act of the General Assembly, approved February 
20th, 1865, that, *' ^Tienever the trustees provided for in the first section of 
this act shall pay into the Treasury of the State a sum of money equal in 
amount to all indebtedness due or owing by said company to the State, and 
all liabilities incurred by the State, by reason of having issued her bonds and 
loaned the same to said company as a loan of the credit of the State, 
together with all interest that has, and may at the time when such payment 
shall be made, have accrued and remain unpaid by said company," the Gov- 
ernor was authorized and required, upon receiving a certificate of such fact 
from the State Treasurer, to make over, assign and convey to the trustees 
provided for in said act all the first liens and mortgages held by the State 
under the provision of an act of the Legislature, approved February 22d, 
1851, to secure the payment of a loan of the credit of the State to said 
railroad company in the sum of $1,500,000, and also of an act of the Legis- 
lature, approved December 10th, 1855, to secure the payment of a like loan 
of the credit of the State in the sum of $1,500,000. 

On the 20th day of June, 1881, R. G. Rolston, Heman Dowd and Oren 
Root, Jr., trustees of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company, paid 
into the State Treasury the sum of three millions and ninety thousand dol- 
lars. Of this amount $3,000,000 was placed to the credit of the State 
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Revenue Fund and the remainder or $90,000 was credited to the State 
Interest Fund and used in the payment of the semi-annual interest maturing 
July 1st, 1881, on Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad bonds. 

At the time thij payment was m^de, bonds issued to said rjiilroad com- 
pany and all other State bonds were commanding a large premium in every 
money market of this country and Europe. Excepting a portion of the 
Renewal Funding bonds and $156,000 State Bonds, Proper that haci matured, 
the State had no outstanding bonds subject to call and in the redemption of 
which the payment by the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company could 
be utilized. The taxable wealth of the State for taxes of 1882 had increased 
over $90,000,000 a3 compared with the assessment for taxes of 1880 so that 
with the ordinary surplus revenue derived from taxation not reckoning any 
further increase in valuations, every outstanding bond of the State maturing 
or subject to redemption prior to 1886 could have been retired before the 
close of 1884. 

Under these circumstances it was held by the Fund Commissioners that 
the payment of three millions of dollars was not such "a sum of money 
equal in amount to all indebtedness due or owing by said company to the 
State, and all liabilities incurred by the State by reason of having issued her 
bonds and loaned the same to said company." 

The payment equaled in amount the face value of the bonds but was 
wholly insufficient to purchase the bonds themselves, or any other State bonds 
having the same length of time to run. With a sinking fund suflicicnt for 
the retirement of all maturing obligations of the State the accept a r.cj of the 
three millions as full payment of the bonds would have involved iiC State 
with the payment of interest on Hannibal and St. Joseph Ivailrcr-.l bonds 
from July 1st, 1881 to the dates of their maturity. The Fund Com.nissioners 
therefore directed the State Treasurer to receive the money in part payment 
of the amount due the State which was done in the following language : 

" City of JEFFERso^:, June 20th, 1881. 
Received of R. G. Rolston, Heman Dowd and Oren Root, Jr., trustees 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company, Three Millions and Ninety 
Thousand Dollars on account of the statutory mortgage now held by the 
State of Missouri against the said railroad." 

After this receipt had been executed a proceeding was commenced in 
the Supreme Court of Missouri to compel the Treasurer to certify to the 
Governor .that the relators had paid fnto the State Treasury *' a sum of money 
equal in amount to all indebtedness due or owing by said company to the 
State," so that the relators might secure the release of the State's lien on 
said railroad as contemplated in section 2, of the act of March 20th, 1865. 
The writ of mandamus was denied and the petition dismissed — ^the court 
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holding that as the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company did not 
accept the act of 1865 or take any other action under it* until after the 
adoption of the Constitution of 1875, the State's lien could not be released 
or the company relieved from the payment of interest yet to accrue on the 
bonds loaned to said company without violating the provisions of section 50, 
article 4, of the Constitution. See 74 Mo., p. 335. 

After the decision rendered by the Supreme Court of Missouri, the Com- 
pany filed a bill in equity in the United States Circuit Court at Jefferson City 
praying that the Governor be enjoined from selling the road and that he 
make over, assign and convey to the trustees all the first liens and mortgages 
held by the State under the provisions of the acts of February 22d, 1851 
and December 10th, 1855. Justice Miller, in a decision rendered at St. 
Louis, February 10th, 1882, declined to grant an injunction— holding that 
the payment was insufficient to hold the State harmless of all liability 
incurred by reason of having loaned her bonds to said company. 

The Company thereupon filed an amended bill which asked for the same 
relief heretofore sought, and in the event of its being refused, that the 
$3,000,000 paid into the State Treasury be refunded. 

On the 8th day of August 1882, Justice McCreary of the U. S. Circuit 
Court, filed his decision in which it was affirmed that the payment of 
$3,000,000, did not satisfy the claim of the State nor entitle the Company to 
an Assignment of the State's Statutory Mortgage. 

An injunction was granted to enjoin the sale of the road on ^condition 
that the Company pay the installment of interest due January 1st, 1882, on 
the Hannibal & St. Joseph bonds. A master in chancery was also appointed 
to ascertain from certain rules prescribed by the court, the sum to be paid 
by the Company to the State, and thus the matter stands. In obedience to 
this decision the Company paid into the Treasury, October 2d, 1882, $90,000, 
a sum sufficient to pay the interest due January 1st, 1882. From the fore- 
going it is seen that one year's interest still remains unpaid on Hannibal & 
St. Joseph bonds.

REIMBURSEMENT OF WAR EXPENDITURES. 

Under an act of the General Assembly approved March 19th, 1881, en- 
titled, *'An act to secure the adjustment and settlement of claims of the 
State of Missouri against the United States for enrolling, equipping and sub- 
sisting the Militia forces thereof in suppressing the Rebellion, etc,,'* the 
Hon. John T. Heard was employed by the Fund Commissioners as the agent 
of the State to prosecute to final settlement and collect said claims. His 
efforts were successful and on the 14th of August, 1882, the sum of 
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$222,677.40 was paid into the Treasury and placed to the credit of the State 
Revenue Fund. 

STATE INTEREST FUND. 

From receipts into this fund the interest on the public debt has been 
punctually paid and the sum of $533,000 transferred to the State Sinking 
Fund for the redemption and purchase of State bonds. 

STATE SINKING FUND. 

After providing for the interest on the State debt and the payment of 
all other obligations of the State, transfers from the State Interest and State 
Revenue Funds to the State Sinking Fund were sufficient in amount to enable 
the Fund Commissioners to call in for redemption and to purchase State 
bonds amounting to $712,000 as follows :

The State of Missouri has no option bonds outstanding. Those issued 'to 
the Missouri Pacific, North Missouri, St. Louis and Iron Mountain, Cairo 
and Fulton, and Platte County Railroad Companies are straight thirty-year 
3)onds. The Consolidation, State Bank Stock Refunding, State Bonds 
Proper, State Funding, State Univerity, Northwestern Lunatic Asylum, and 
Penitentiary Indemnity bonds, have twenty years to run from the dates of 
their issue. Consolidated Certificates of Indebtedness held in trust for the

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The bonds of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company maturing 
in 1886 and 1887 are straight thirty-year bonds issued November 10, 1856, 
and February 28, 1857. Those maturing in 1894, 1895, 1896 and 1897, are 
straight twenty-year bonds, issued under an act of the General Assembly, ap- 
proved March 21, 1874, entitled, '* An act to authorize the issue of new 
State bonds in renewal of certain other bonds heretofore issued to the Hanni- 
bal and St. Joseph Railroad Company, etc." They were issued July 1, 1874, 
July 1, 1875, January 1, 1876, July 1, 1876, and July 1, 1877. 

A more detailed description of the bonds redeemed and purchased by 
the Fund Commissioners during the years 1881 and 1882, and also of the 
bonds outstanding will be found elsewhere in this report. 

STATE SCHOOL FUND. 

The law devolves upon me the duty of exhibiting to each regular session 
of the General Assembly a complete account and report of the Public School 
Fund. That the sources from which this fund is derived may be clearly pre- 
sented, and also the numerous changes occurring in its investment, I have 
deemed it of sufficient importance to submit the history of its receipts, dis- 
bursements and investments from the date of its creation to the present time. 

An act of Congress approved March 6th, 1820, entitled "An act to 
authorize the people of the Missouri Territory to form a Constitution and 
State Government, and for the admission of such State into the Union, etc." 
provided, among other things, "That all salt springs, not exceeding twelve 
in number, with six sections of land adjoining to each, shall be granted to 
said State for the use of said State." By authority of an act of the General 
Assembly approved February 6th, 18S7, entitled "An act to establish a per- 
manent school fund for the use and support of common schools," the 
donation of saline lands made by Congress, formed the nucleus of the present 
school fund. Section 1 of said act provides that "The principal and interest 
which has accrued on the saline fund shall be invested by the Governor of 
this State in some safe and productive stock, and when so invested shall con- 
tinue, remain and be known as ^Hke common school fund,*' It was further 
provided in said act that the interest and profits accruing upon the surplus 
revenues of the United States deposited with the State Treasurer as authorized 
by act of Congress approved June 23d, 1836, and entitled "An act to regu- 
late the deposit of the public money," should be held and applied to the 
use and support of common schools, and should become a part of the com- 
mon school fund. Accruing interest and dividends upon these appropriations 
were to be applied to increasing the capital of the school fund until the same 
aggregated five hundred thousand dollars, after which the income derived 
therefrom was to be apjfropriated for the payment of ^''teachers in common 
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schools." The amount credited to the school fund from deposits of surplus 
revenues of the United States is as follows :

In obedience to section 3 of an act approved February 6th, 1837, entitled 
"An act to charter the Bank of the State of Missouri," all monies belonging 
to the school fund were invested by the Governor in the stock of said bank- 
The act of February 9th, 1839, entitled "An act to provide for the organiza- 
tion, support and government of common schools, created a fund known as 
"the State School Fund," which consisted of the following items: 

First — All monies heretofore deposited, or which shall be hereafter de- 
posited with this State, according to the act of Congress entitled "An act to 
regulate the deposit of public monies," approved June 23d, 1836. 

Second — ^The proceeds of all lands now or heretofore belonging to the 
State known as saline lands, and of all lands now or hereafter vested in this 
State by escheat, or by purchase or forfeiture for taxes. 

Third — The interest, dividends, proceeds and profits of such monies and 
lands, until a distribution shall be authorized by law. 

As in the act of 1837, it was also provided in that of 1839 that no distri- 
bution of the income of the school fund should take place until the fund 
amounted to $500,000.- The earnings of the school fund were, by the act of 
1839, denominated ^^ State School Monies,'^ and by this name the fund an. 
nually distributed to maintain public schools is now known. October 1st, 
1842, the school fund amounted to $575,667.96, invested in the Bank of the 
State of Missouri, as follows: /

From October 1st, 1838 to October 1st, 1842, the fund increased $123,- 
010.43, which was wholly derived from dividends declared by the bank, and 
the investment of small sums realized from the sale of saline lands. In 1842 
bank dividends ceased to be added to the principal of the school fund ; but in 
that year and annually thereafter they were credited to State school 
moneys and distributed among the several counties. No change occurred in 
the investment of the school fund until April, 1857, when twenty Pacific rail- 
road bonds of $1,000 each, costing $17,000, were purchased with proceeds 
arising from the sale of saline lands. In 1857 the stock held in the bank was 
consolidated into one general certificate.

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SALE OF BANK STOCK. 

The fund remained in this condition until 1866, when by virtue of an. 
act, approved March 5th^l866, the stock held by theState in the Bank of 
the State of Missouri was sold to Captain James B. Eads at $108.50 per 
share of $100. Payments therefor were made by hira in bonds and coupons 
of the State, June' 18th and July 14th, 1866. Section seven of said act 
required the State Treasurer to invest the proceeds arising from the sale of 
bank stock in interest bearing bonds of the United States. Until this was 
done the State was held as debtor of the School Fund and the Treasurer 
directed to pay to said fund, on the first days of January and July, semi- 
annual interest at the rate of six per centum per annum. No investment 
was made and no interest paid as contemplated by said section ; but the 
bonds and coupons received in payment of the bank stock were placed on 
the books of the Treasury Department to the credit of an account known as 
the *' Railroad Debt — Sinking Fund." Bonds and coupons were thus retired 
and State indebtedness reduced $718,235.25 at the exx)ense of the School 
Fund. Nothing was done towards reimbursing the School Fund for the 
stock so disposed of, and no interest paid until 1872, when by virtue of an 
act approved March 29th, 1872, entitled, '* An act to settle the account of 
the State of Missouri with the Public School Fund, etc.," the State Auditor 
was directed to issue a certificate of inde})tedness to the State Board of Edu- 
cation as trustees of the Public School Fund for the sum of $900,t)00, with 
interest thereon at the rate of six per centum, payable annually on the first 
day of March. This certificate of indebtedness was designed to reimburse 
the fund for the face value of the stock sold to Captain Eads or $661,967:96 
and interest thereon at six per centum per annum from July 1st, 1866 to 
July 1st, 1872. 

SALE OF THE STATE TOBACCO WAREHOUSE. 

An act approved December 15th, 1865, required the Governor to 
appoint a commissioner whose duty it was to sell the State Tobacco Ware- 
house located in the city of St. Louis. The purchaser of this property was 
required to pay one-third of the purchase money on the day of sale and the 
remaining two-thirds in equal payments in one and two years thereafter, 
giving notes for deferred payments bearing six per cent interest until paid. 
Messrs. Jameson and Cotting became purchasers of the tobacco warehouse 
for the sum of $132,000 — one-third of the purchase money or $44,000 being 
paid to the State Treasurer June 13th, 1866, and the remainder secured by 
notes as in said act provided. In compliance with section 59 of an act 
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approved March 29th, 1866, entitled ** An act to provide for the reorganiza- 
tion, supervision and maintenance of common sciiools," the net proceeds 
arising from the sale of the State Tobacco Warehouse were placed to the 
credit of the School Fund. October 1st, 1866 this fund amounted to $872,- 
521.98, comprising the following items:

Of the above amount the sum of $718,235 25 was ivholly unavailable. 
It represented canceled bonds and cotipons which had been received of Cap- 
tain Eads in payment of bank . stock, and the figures were carried on the 
books of the Treasury department only as a memorandum. No receipts are 
reported between October 1st and December 31st, 1866, but on November 
22(i, a warrant for $897.35 was drawn in favor of Josiuh Fogg in payment of 
commissions on sale of bank stock. The actual condition of the school fund 
on the first day of January, 1867 is shown by the following balance sheet :

During the succeeding four years ending December 31st, 1870, the fund 
was largely increased and most important changes occurred in its invest- 
ment. Under the provisions of an act of Congress approved April 17th, 

1866, the State of Missouri was reimbursed for large sums of money expen- 
ded in enrolling, equipping and maintaining militia forces employed by the 
United States in suppressing the rebellion. The amount thus expended. by the 
State exceeded seven millions of dollars, to raise which oppressive taxes were 
levied during the years. 1863, 1864, 1865 and 1866. When therefore the 
State was reimbursed for these taxes, it was eminently proper that, at least 
a portion of the reimbursement, should be credited to the school fund, in 
which all citizens are so directly concerned. In view of this fact, and moved 
by the further consideration that ^for seven years ending December 31st, 

1867, the annual distribution of twenty-five per centum of the State revenue 
had been withheld from the public schools, the General Assembly, by an act 
approved March 11th, 1867, appropriated the sum of $1,500,000 of the 
moneys received from the United States, and authorized the State Treasurer 
to invest the whole amount appropriated in United States six per cent, bonds 
for the use and benefit of the public school fund. 

In addition to this appropriatiaton, transfers from the saline, road and 
canal and internal improvement funds, as authorized by the general appro- 
priation act of March 4th, 1867 ; the payment of notes given by Jameson and 
Cotting for the tobacco warehouse ; sundry receipts for moneys arising from 
escheats and the premium on gold interest collected on U. S. bonds, 
materially augmented the capital of the school fund. The sum of $57,987.86 
was also credited to the fund, being part of a judgment rendered at the 
March term, 1870, of the Supreme Court against the bank of the State of 
Missouri for dividends declared June. 30, 1866 on stock belonging to the 
State which the bank withheld. 

INVESTMENT OF THE SCHOOL FUND IN U. S. BONDS. 

The State Board of Education in March-, 1867, invested a part of the 
cash receipts in purchasing United States six per cent, bonds amounting to

$40,000. In .the same year, Hon. William Bishop, then State Treasurer, 
purchased U. S. six per cent, bonds aggregating $1,430,900, and in January, 
1868, $11,950. In 1869, Hon. Wm. Q. Dallmeyer, State Treasurer, bought 
$85,000 and in 1870, $82,250. The U. S. bonds purchased in 1867, 1868, 
1869 and 1870, aggregated $1,650,100. Added to this large outlay in the 
purchase of bonds, were transfers to the Saline and internal improvement 
funds made necessary to re-imburse persons who had entered school lands 
from the State which had been previously patented by the general govern- 
ment.

CONSOLIDATION OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 

As authorized by an act of the General Assembly, approved March 23d, 
1881, entitled *' an act to consolidate the Perraanent School Fund, etc." the 
Board of Fund Commissioners, on the first day of July, 1881, issued in lieu 
of the above named bonds and certificate of indebtedness, a Consolidated 
Certificate of Indebtedness for $2,909,000 payalde thirty years after date 
with interest thereon at the rate of six per centum per annum, payable 
annually on the first day of January. 

The Missouri six per cent bonds and certificate of indebtedness which 
had been held in trust for the School Fund were canceled by me in the 
presence of the Fund Commissioners and are preserved in this office as 
required in the fourth section of said act. 
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PAYMENTS BY NOTARIES PUBLIC. 

By the first section of an act regulating the appointment of Notaries 
pSiblic in cities having a population of one hundred thousand inhabitants or 
more, approved March 24th, 1881, it is enacted that notaries, when receiving 
their commissions and before qualifying as such, shall pay into the Treasury 
of the State, to the use of the Common School Fund, the sum of twenty-five 
dollars each. From this source $2,750.00 was received during the yeara 
1881 and 1882.

STATE SCHOOL MONEYS. 

By the third section of an act approved February 9th, 1839, the interest, 
dividends, proceeds and profits of the invested School Fund were denominated 
^^ State School Mojieys,*' The first apportionment under this act was made 
in 1842 at which time the State School Fund was invested in stock of the 
Bank of the State of Missouri at St. Louis. From 1842 to 1853 the amounts 
annualh^ apportioned were wholly derived from dividends declared by the 
bank. An act approved February 24th, 1853, entitled, " An act to provide 
for the organization, support and government of common schools in the State 
of Missouri," required twenty-five per centum of the State Revenue to be 
set apart and annually apportioned as a part of the State School Moneys. 
In 1854 and annually thereafter one-fourth of the revenue was placed to the 
credit of school moneys until the apportionment for the year 1861 was sus- 
pended by resolution of the General Assembly, approved May 11th, 1861. 
On the same day, by virtue of an act entitled *'An act to raise money to ann 
the State, repel invasion and protect the lives and property of the people of 
Missouri," the apportionment was still further suspended until May Ist, 
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1863. The apportionment was again suspended by authority of a joint 
i!C»olution, approved March 23d, 1863, until the next meeting of the General 
Assembly of this State in November, 1863." By resolution, approved 
Pebruary 20th, 1865, another suspension occurred until the meeting of the 
l^egislature in Noven^ber, 1865, and by the 59th section of an act approved i 
March 29th, 1866, it was provided '* that the twenty-five per cent of the 
State Revenue shall not be applied to the support of Public Schools until the 
^car 1867." The act of March 13th, 1867, amended said 59th section, so 
as to defer the apportionment until 1868. From the foregoing it will be seen 
Hukt tlie Public Schools did not receive any portion of the State Revenue 
during the years 1861, 1862, 1863,' 1864, 1865, 1866 and 1867, nor was the 
aneome of the School Fund apportioned except in 1864 when the Secretary 
of State as ex-officio Superintendent of Common Schools did so in pur- 
suance of an act approved February 10th, 1864, and again in 1866 as pro- 
irided in the act of March 29th of that year. In March, 1868, the income of 
the School Fund and twenty-five per cent of the State Revenue were again 
apportioned and such has been the case every subsequent year. The 
apportionment of school moneys is made by the Superintendent of Public 
Schools upon enumeration returns furnished his office and in the proportion 
which the number of children of school age in each county bears to the 
whole number of children of school age in the State.

The acts of Congress approved February 17th, 1818 and March 6th, 
1820, provided that two entire townships or 46,080 acres of the public lands 
should be reserved from sale and appropriated solety for the use of a Semi- 
nary of learning. These lands were selected and the title thereto vested in 
the State of Missouri in pursuance of an act of Congress, approved January 
24th, 1827.

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The area of the sections and fractional sections described in the fore- 
going list is taken from the official plats of the survey thereof, approved 
by the Surveyor-General for Missouri, now in the custody of the Register of 
Lands for the State of Missouri. It appears that the actual area of the 
lands located falls short of two entire townships to the amount of 619 32-100 
acres. By act of Congress approved March 3d, 1831, the Legislature was 
authorized to sell the Seminary lands, ^^ and to invest the money arising 
from the sale thereof in some productive fund, the proceeds of which shall 
be forever applied • * * solely to the use of such Seminary and for no 
other use or purpose whatsoever. " The larger portion of these lands was 
sold between the years 1831 and 1838 and the proceeds derived therefrom 
were borrowed by the State for revenue purposes. In compliance with an 
act of the General Assembly, approved February 2d, 1837, entitled, "An 
act to charter the Bank of the State of Missouri," the Governor invested 
the amount received from sales of Seminary lands and interest due thereon 
from the State in stock of the Bank of the State of Missouri. 

The €ondition of the Seminary Fund, October 1st, 1838, is reported by 
Auditor Baber as follows :

An act approved February 11th, 1839, entitled, *' An act to provide for 
the institution and support of a State University," provided that the Gov- 
ernor, Secretaiy of State and Attorney-General should be Commissioners of 
the Seminary Fund and that said fund shall be and remain ^^ a permanent 
fund for the promotion of literature and the arts and sciences and the income 
thereof shall be added to and become a part of such fund until the principal 
shall amount to one hundred thousand dollars, and thereafter until distribu- 
tion of such income shall be made as hereinafter provided." 

Dividends declared on bank stock and the sale of Seminary lands had, 
by the first day of October, 1842, increased the fund to $100,000, which 
waa invested in the Bank •f the State of Missouri as follows :

As authorized by act of the General Assembly, approved February 28th, 
1843, the earnings of the Seminary Fund were in that year, and annually 
thereafter, applied to the maintenance of the State University. The act of 
February 25th, 1851, required all moneys in the State Treasury belonging to 
the Seminary Fund, or which might be paid therein from the sales of Semi- 
nary lands, to be paid to the Treasurer of the University and thereupon the 
Board of Curators were authorized to appropriate the moneys thus received 
in such manner as would best promote the interests of that institution. In 
consequence of this legislation and of applying the annual income of the 
Seminary Fund to the maintenance of the Uniyersity, the principal of the 
fund was not increased ; nor did any change occur in its investment until 
1866, when the stock held in the Bank of the State of Missouri was sold to 
Captain James B. Eads as provided in the act approved March 5th, 1866. 
The stock brought $108,500 or $108 50-100 per share of $100, and payments 
therefor were made June 18th and July 14th, 1866, in bonds and coupons of 
the State which were canceled. By this transaction the Seminary Fund 
ceased to exist ; but in December, 1867, and as contemplated by the General 
Assembly in an act approved March 12th, 1867, laws of 1867, p. 169, the sum 
of $108,364.45 was transferred from the amount received from the United 
States as reimbursement of war expenditures and placed to the credit of the 
Seminary Fund. On the 6th of June, 1870, the fund received a further 
credit by the payment of a judgment rendered by the Supreme Court, 
April 4th, 1870, against the Bank of the State of Missouri for dividends 
declared June 30th, 1866, which the bank withheld. With these resources 
United States six per cent 5-20 bonds amounting to $108,700 were purchased 
S3 indicated in the following table :

CONSOLroATION OF THE SEMINARY FUND. 

The investment of the Seminary Fund remained unchanged until July 
1st, 1881, when in compliance with an act of the General Assembly, approved 
March 23d, 1881, the Board of Fund Commissioners issued in lieu of the 
renewal funding bonds, a consolidated certificate of indebtedness of the 
State of Missouri for $122,000, payable thirty years after date with interest 
at the rate of six per centum per annum, payable annually on the first day 
of January. The 122 renewal funding bonds of the State of Missouri 
numbered from 100 to 121 and from 572 to 671, both inclusive, were canceled 
by me as required in the fourth section of said act.

THE ROAD AND CANAL FUND. 

From time to time the State Treasurer is required to make requisition 
on the Treasurer of the United States and receive from him all sums of 
money accruing to the State on account of the three per cent of the net 
proceeds of the sales of public lands of the United States lying within the 
State of Missouri. Moneys thus received constitute what is known as the 
''Road and Canal Fund.*' Section 6915, Revised Statutes provides that 
* ' until otherwise provided by law, the Road and Canal Fund shall be equally 
divided among the several counties," and this division of the fund is 
required to be made semi-annually when the amount in the Treasury is suflS- 
cient to make the share of a county $200. If the share of a county be less 
than $200 then the division is to be made annually. The last apportionment 
of the Road and Canal Fund was made in 1876, when each county received 
$26.76. The amount now in the Treasury to the credit of this fund is 
$463.99, or a little less than enough to make the share of each county $4.07. 
This sum is too small to be of any consequence to the counties, and as the 
amount that may be received from future sales of Government lands will be 
necessarily small, I would respectfully suggest the propriety of such legisla- 
tion as may be necessary to transfer the existing balance and such other 
amounts as may be received to the credit of the State School Fund. 
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EXECUTORS' AND ADMINISTRATORS' FUND. 

This fund is derived from escheats and from the payments by Execu- 
tors and Administrators into the State Treasury of the shares of legatees 
and distributees which are not claimed within one year after final settlement 
of the estates of deceased persons. The balance remaining to its credit 
January 1st, 1883, amounts to $25,099.75. By virtue of an act approved 
March 20th, 1875, thirty-eight bonds of $1,000 each and the interest thereon 
aggregating $6,738.75 were transferred from this fund to the State School 
Fund. For a long series of years the receipts into the Executors' and Ad- 
ministrators' Fund have exceeded the disbursements therefrom. In view of 
this fact I suggest the propriety of again increasing the Permanent School 
Fund by transferring to the same the sum of $12,000 from the Executors' 
and Administrators' Fund. 



SWAMP LAND INDEMNITY FUND. 

The Register of Lands has been active in securing such proof as is 
necessary to secure from the General Government the indemnity due the 
State on account of swamp and overflowed lands sold by the United States 
since the donation of such lands to the State of Missouri. He has collected 
swamp land indemnity amounting to $20,475.67 which amount has been paid 
into the State Treasury and disbursed to the counties entitled thereto as pro- 
vided in sections 6174 — 5, Revised Statutes. 



INSURANCE DEPARTj^ENT FUND. 

From fees paid to the Superintendent of the Insurance Department, as 
provided in Chapter 119, Revised Statutes, the sum of $33,348.89 has been 
paid into the State Treasury during the two fiscal years ending December 
3l9t, 1882. 

After paying the salaries of the Superintendent and Deputy and all 
other expenses of the department a balance of $2,108.80 remains to the 
credit of the fund on the first day of January, 1883. 



STATE PENITENTIARY. 

By virtue of an act of the General Assembly, approved May 31st, 1879, 
the Warden of the Penitentiary is required, on or before the tenth day of 
each month, to deposit with the State Treasurer all moneys which have been 
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received by him from any contractor or other person for convict labor or for 
any article manufactured or sold for the State or any money received from 
any other source belonging to the State. 

The first payment under this act was made on the 10th day of July, 
1879, and represented moneys received for labor in the preceding month. 
When payments are made to the State Treasurer, under the provisions of 
this act, the amounts thereof are placed to the credit of an account known 
as the '* Earnings of the Missouri Penitentiary." 

Moneys so received by the Treasurer are paid out by him upon the war- 
rant of the State Auditor, drawn on the requisition of the Warden. For the 
maintenance of the Penitentiary in 1879 and 1880 the General Asiembly 
appropriated from its earnings the sum of $200,000. (Laws of 1879, p. €, 
Sec. 10). For its maintenance in 1881 and 1882 the amount appropriated 
from the earnings was $250,000. (Laws of 1881, p. 9, Sec. 26). 

The following balance, sheet will show the appropriations from the earn- 
ings of the Penitentiary and the warrants issued thereon from July 10th, 
1879, the date of the first payment to December 31st, 1882:

It will be seen that the appropriation for 1881 and 1882 stands over- 
drawn the sum of $2,268.56, but on the first day of January, 1183, there 
is an unappropriated balance of $20,000 remaining to the credit of the earn- 
ings of the Penitentiary which it id believed is suflScient to make good this 
overdraft and also to liquidate all outstanding claims against the earnings. 
In addition to the earnings appropriated in 1879, the sum of $60,000 was 
appropriated from the State Revenue Fund for the support and maintenance 
of the Penitentiary in 1879 and 1880 ; but no requisition was made by the 
Warden for any portion of this appropriation and by operation of Section 19, 
Article X, of the Constitution, it ceased to exist on the 24th day of March, 
1881 — two years having elapsed since the passage of the appropriation act. 

In his report to the General Assembly of date January 1st, 1881, my 
predecessor had this to say in*reference to the non-use of this appropriation. 
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" Two years ago there was appropriated $60,000 from the Revenue 
Fund to meet current expenses, but not a dollar of it was drawn, the earn- 
ings being amply sufficient for that purpose, and leaving a surplus in the 
Treasury of $20,000."— Auditor's Report for 1879 and 1880, page 9. 

On the night of the ninth day of May, 1881, a fire occurred within the 
penitentiary, which destroyed a large building in which was located the sad- 
d e-tree shop of J. S. Sullivan & Co. , the shop of Mr. A. Priesmeyer, engaged 
in the manufacture of ladies* shoes, the State weave shop and the prison 
engine. The principal loss to the State was occasioned by the destruction of 
the State weave shop, tools, damage done to the new cell building and the 
temporary disarrangement of convict labor. The building consumed wais not 
regarded as a serious loss. It was an old, rickety affair, ill-adapted to the 
wants and necessities of contractors, and their removal therefrom would have 
taken place in a short time — shops having been provided in a building then 
rapidly approaching completion. The engine and boiler located in the 
burned building had recently been contracted for exchange as old iron in 
part payment of the cost of a new engine, and hence but little loss accrued 
from that source. 

In section 10 of the general appropriation act, approved March 24th, 
1881, the sum of $36,973.00 was appropriated for the following purposes: 
For the completion of Centennial Hall, $3,000; for extension of Straus' 
harness shop, $3,900; for erection of kitchen, dining room and chapel, 
$12,073 ; for additional boiler, heating and steam pipes, $10,000 ; for ma- 
chinery for cooking and laundry purposes, $3,000 ; for extra guards and 
skUled labor on improvements, $5,000. 

A very large portion of these appropriations were not expended in con- 
structing the improvements designed by the General Assembly; but the 
same were diverted and used in making good the losses sustained in conse- 
quence of the fire. 

Not including warrants issued in payment of indebtedness of prior 
years, the following table will exhibit the entire costs of the Penitentiary in 
excess of its earnings from the first day of January, 1877, to December 
3l8t, 1882 :

While the penitentiary is far from being self-sustaining, it has cost the 
State much less within the time named than during a like period immediately 
preceding. With additional facilities for the profitable employment of con- 
victs and a frugal administration of its affairs, it is hoped that this institu- 
tion will soon cease to be a charge to the State. 

inJBLIC PRLNTING AND BINDING. 

As required by section 6594, Revised Statutes, the Commissioners of 
Public Printing advertised that sealed proposals would be received at the of- 
fice of Secretary of State until 12 o'clock M., on Thursday, June 29, 1882, 
for executing the several classes of public printing for the term of two years. 
from and after July 1, 1882. 

The public printing is divided into three classes, and each class is let 
under a separate contract to the lowest, responsible bidder. Comprised in 
the first class, is the printing of all the bills for the General Assembly, to- 
gether with such resolutions and other matters as may be ordered to be^ 
printed in bill form, and the printing of all reports, communications and 
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other documents ordered by the General Assembly, except such as shall be 
printed in pamphlet form. Class second includes the printing of the House 
and Senate Journal, appendixes, laws and all reports, communications and 
other documents ordered by the General Assembly, or by the executive de- 
partments to be printed in pamphlet form, together with the volumes of pub- 
lic documents. Class third comprises the printing of all blanks, circulars and 
other work necessary for the use of the executive departments, except such 
as shall be printed in pamphlet form.

The binding of the House and Senate Journals, laws, reports and 
other public documents was not advertised to be let to the lowest bidder, but 
the Commissioners of Printing, as provided in section 6603 Revised Statutes, 
entered into a contract with the Tribune Printing Company to execute the 
necessary binding for the term of one year from and after the first day of 
July, 1882, and at the following prices, to-wit:

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REVENUE LAW. 

It is believed that the existing general revenue law embodies the best 
system the State has ever had for assessing and collecting the revenue. 
While this is true, there are many defects of minor importance which, if 
cored, would materially benefit the revenue service. To some of these de- 
fects I invite your attention : 

ASSESSMENT OF RAILROAD PROPERTY. 

Two methods obtain for the assessment of property owned by railroad 
companies. Road beds, side tracks, depots, watertanks, turntables, engines, 
cars of every description including palace, sleeping, passenger and freight 
cars and all other movable property are assessed by the State Board of 
Equalization. All other property, real, personal or mixed, including *lands, 
machine and workshops, roundhouses, warehouses and other buildings, 
goods, chattels and office furniture, not specified above, is assessed by local 
assessors in the several counties, cities and towns wherein such property is 
located. Within ten days after the County Court shall have levied taxes on 
railroad property, assessed in the manner indicated, the County Clerk is 
required to extend the same on a separate tax book known as the '^ Railroad 
Tax Book." By so doing property of the same class, kind and description 
is made to appear on both the general tax book and the railroad tax book. 
Two accounts are kept with Collectors for land taxes and if for any reason 
the railroad company fails to pay its taxes there are two separate land 
delinquent lists. The same is true with reference to the treatment of taxes 
on personal property. Accounts with Collectors are thus multiplied in this 
office and in the offices of the several County Clerks. For collecting taxes 
on property described in section 6876, Collectors receive one per centum of 
the amount paid, which is much less than the commission on taxes collected 
on the same kind of property owned by individuals. The reason for this 
discrimination is not apparent, nor is it obvious why lands and other local 
property of railroad companies should be separated from the same descrip- 
tion of property owned by individuals and accounts for taxes thereon kept 
in a different mode. 

As further tending to simplify the collection of taxes and the keeping 9f 
accounts with railroad, bridge and telegraph companies, I would respectfully 
suggest the propriety of permitting said companies to pay taxes due the 
State directly into the State Treasury. This can be accomplished without 
interfering with commissions of Collectors as established by law or with the 
mode provided for enforcing payment of taxes due from said companies. 
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SCHOOL TAXES ON RAILROAD PROPERTY. 

Section 6880, Revised Statutes, which provides the maimer of ascertain- 
ing the average rate of school taxes to be levied on railroad property 
described in section 6866, has not been uniformly construed. 

The language of the law is as follows : ' ' For the purpose of levying 
school taxes in the several counties on the foad bed. rolling stock and mov- 
able property of railroads in this State, the several County Courts shall 
ascertain from the returns in the office of the Clerk of the County Court, 
the average rate of taxation levied for school purposes by the several local 
School Boards or authorities of the several school districts throughout the 
county. Such average rate shall be ascertained by adding together the local 
rates of the several school districts in the county and dividing the sum thus 
obtained by the whole number of districts, and shall cause to be charged to 
the said railroad companies, school taxes at said average rate on the pro- 
portionate value of said railroad property so certified to the County Court 
by the State Auditor, etc." By one construction it is claimed that the 
average rate of taxation for school purposes to be levied on railroad prop- 
erty, is ascertained by adding together the local rates of the several school 
districts and dividing the sum thus obtained by the whole number of districts 
in the county — whether there be a school tax levied in all or only in a portion oj 
said districts. On the other hand it is held that the average rate is ascer- 
tained by dividing the aggregate local rates levied in the several school dis- 
tricts of the county by the number of districts in which school taxes are a^ctu- 
aXly levied. Supposing a county to have sixty school districts and that in 
only three districts are school taxes levied, to- wit: In district No. 1, fifteen, 
No. 2, twenty-five and No. 3, thirty-five cents on the $100 valuation — ^the 
average rate as determined by the former method would be one cent on the 
$100 valuation and according to the latter twenty cents on the $100 valuation. 

A statute fixing a rate of taxation should admit of no ambiguity and 
the importance of a clear expression of the legislative will is made manifest 
from the two constructions given to section 6880. 

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

Section 6667, Revised Statutes, which is a part of the general revenue 
law enacted in 1872, requires the State Board of Equalization to meet at the 
Capitol in the City of Jefferson during the session of the General Assembly 
which convenes on the first Wednesday of January, 1873, and every two 
years thereafter. When this statute was enacted, real estate was required 
to be listed at the assessment which commenced on the first day of August, 
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1872, and every two years thereafter. In 1877 that part of the law relating 
to the assessment of property was amended in such a manner that the 
Supreme Court in case of " The State ex rel Halpin vs. Powers," 67 Mo., 
p. 320, construed the amendment to provide for annual assessments of real 
estate. The act of March 24th, 1881, changing the time when the assess- 
ment of real estate should commence from August first to June first, also pro- 
irided for its biennial assessment and that the first listing thereunder should 
be made on the first day of June, 1881. In consequence of these changes 
in the law, the S^ate Board of Equalization, which convenes during the ses- 
sion of the General Assembly in 1883, is compelled, in the process of equali- 
zation, \o base its action upon an assessment of real estate two years old, and 
•sach will be the case at each succeeding meeting of the board until the law 
is amended. 

The assessment of real estate which is equalized and adjusted by the 
State Board of Equlization forms the basis of taxation for the ensuing two 
years, and for this reason it is quite essential that the law be so amended 
as to enable the board of equalization to act upon the latest assessment. 

ASSESSMENT OF MILLS, SMELTING FURNACES, MANUFAC- 

TORIES, ETC. 

Each class of property mentioned in the tenth subdivision of section 
6685 R. S. is required to be listed as personal property and under the pro- 
visions of section 6711, is to be entered on the assessor's book, in onecolnmn, 
under the head of "Other personal property." Comprised in this classifica- 
tion are toll-bridges, shot-towers and machinery therewith connected, smelt- 
ing furnaces and machinery pertaining thereto, grist-mills, saw mills, oil-mills, 
tobacco, hemp and cotton factories, tobacco stemmeries, manufactories of 
glass, clocks, wool-carding machines, distilleries, breweries, iron, nails, 
tanneries and iron, copper, brass and other foundries. 

Real property is defined in section 6664 as follows: **The term 'real 
property' *real estate,* *land' or *lot,' wherever used in this chapter shall be 
held to mean and include not only the land itself, whether laid out in town 
or city lots or otherwise, with all things contained therein, but also all build- 
ings, structures and improvements and the permanent fixtures, of whatever 
Mnd, thereon ♦ * * except where the same may be otherwise de- 
nominated by this chapter.^* The exception herein contained was evidently 
designed to harmonize the definition of **real property" with section 6685, 
which requires certain buildings, structures and the permanent fixtures there- 
in attached to the listed as personal property. While this design is accom- 
plished the propriety or advantage of having two methods for the assessment 
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of things real does not appear. It is provided that **all personal property of 
whatsoever nature and character, situate in a county other than the one in 
which the owner resides, shall be assessed in the county where the own«r 
resides." If therefore the property described in the tenth subdivision of 
section 6685 is classed as personal property, a shot-tower located in the city 
of St. Louis may become the subject of local taxation in any county of the 
State where the owner chooses to reside. Should its owner be a non-resident, 
the city can tax only the hare ground upon which the tower is erected, for the 
structure itself and all machinery therewith connected, hein^ personal property^ 
is the subject of local taxation in the county where the owner resides. Thus 
it may happen that smelting furnaces of Mine La Motte, Joplin and Bonne 
Terre may contribute to the revenues of St. Louis, while iron, copper and 
brass foundries of St. Louis may become legitimate subjects of taxation 
elsewhere in the State. Through the operation of such a law, revenues of 
counties and municipalities are liable to be seriously affected and it is not 
improbable for valuable properties to escape taxation altogether. Real es- 
tate assessments should include, without exception, not only the value of 
lands and town lots, but the value of all buildings, structures, improvements 
and permanent fixtures of whatsoever kind may be thereon. 

assp:ssment of real estate. 

» 

Section 6705, Revised Statutes, as amended by the act of March 24th, 
1881, provides that ''Real estate shall be assessed at the assessment which 
shall commence on the first day of June, 1881, and shall only be required to 
be assessed every two years thereafter, each assessment of real estate so 
made shall be the basis of taxation for the two years next succeedimg." ITo 
provision is made for the assessment of lands and town lots which, under 
section 6659, were exempt from taxation at the time of assessing real estate, 
but which by reason of transfer or sale, should be subject to taxation for the 
ensuing year. Assessors or county boards of equalization should be vested 
with authority to place this class of property upon the tax books, whenever 
by reason of transfer or sale, it should be assessed in the year when real es- 
tate is not listed. The value of permanent improvements placed upon real 
estate during the preceeding year should be added to the assessed valuation 
thereof and whenever valuable improvements are destroyed by fire or other 
uncontrolable agent an equitable reduction in the assessed value of such 
real property should be authorized. 
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TOWNSHIP ORGANIZATION. 

At the general election in 1880 the counties of Bates, Caldwell, Carroll, 
Cass, Chariton, Daviess, DeEalb, Grundy, Harrison, Linn, Livingston, 
Macon, Nodaway, Putnam and Sullivan adopted township organization. 

County Treasurers, as ex-officio collectors of the revenue, will not make 
their final settlements for the tax-books of 1882, until the first Monday in 
next March, and for this reason I am unable to state the entire cost of as- 
sessing and collecting the revenue under this system, as compared with such 
cost under the general revenue law. The following statement will show the 
amounts paid to county assessors for assessing real estate and personal prop- 
erty for taxes of 1881, as compared with the amounts paid to township asses- 
sors for making the assessment for taxes of 1882 :

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From the foregoing it will be seen that the amount paid for assessing 
real estate and personal property in the fifteen counties under township or- 
ganization, was $7,347 83-100 greater than the. amount paid for assessing 
these counties by county assessors. I have no means of ascertaining the 
additional local expenditures incident to township organization, but from 
official information obtained from county officers, I am induced to believe 
that these expenses have been largely increased as compared with such ex- 
penses under county government. Contributing to local expenditures is the 
per diem allowance of the township board of directors. This board is com- 
posed of the township trustee and two justices of the peace, and is required 
to meet for the transaction of business not less than twice a year, and as 
much oftener as the interest of the township may require. Each member of 
the board receives $1.50 per day while discharging the duties of his office, 
and the township clerk, who acts as clerk, or secretary, of the board, is en- 
titled to the same per diem. The cost of each day's session of a township 
board is six dollars, and I am officially advised that some of these boards 
convene as often as twelve times a year. In each of the counties of Bates and 
Macon the number of townships is twenty-four, consequently each day all the 
township boards in either county are in session, an aggregate expense is en- 
tailed amounting to one hundred and forty-four dollars. Record books, 
stationery and other contingent expenses incident to township organization, 
materially increase local expenditures. To such an extent have local ex- 
penses increased that in some counties under township organization the aggre- 
gate expense exceeds the revenue that can be derived under the constitutional 
limit to taxation. The system is further objected to because of the ineqality 
in valuations of property listed by numerous assessors, and because of the 
inconvenience to which both ifesident and non-resident tax-payers are sub- 
jected who happen to own property in more than one township. 

From correspondence with county officials, and from my own observa- 
tion of the practical operation of the law, I am forced to believe that town- 
ship organization is an expensive system of local government without corres- 
ponding benefits in the administration of local affairs. 

COSTS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

At no biennial period since 1865 have criminal prosecuotins been atten- 
ded with so small an expenditure to the State as they have been within the 
last two years. Including the expense of bringing convicts to the peniten- 
tiary, the averge cost of convictions resulting in the infliction of the death 
penalty, and in punishment by imprisonment in the penitentiary, was $259.62. 
The number of fee bills audited was 4,215. For the payment of costs of 
trials and transportation to the penitentiary the aggregate amount of war- 
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rants issued was $297,270.70, or $79,307.91 less than in the years 1879 and 
1880, and $91,011.99 less than the average biennial expenditure from Jan- 
uary 1st, 1867. to Dectmber 31st, 1880. The average cost of transporting 
convicts to the penitentiary was $34.67. 

REPORTS OF THE STATE AUDITOR. 

Section 7583 of the Revised Statutes provides that the Auditor shall ac- 
company his report to the General Assembly with three thousand printed 
copies. The number of these reports now authorized to be printed is wholly 
inadequate to supply the demand for the same. I therefore suggest to jbur 
honorable body the propriety of increasing the number of printed copies to 
at least five thousand. 

TAXABLE WEALTH. 

» 

The assessed valuation of real estate, personal property, railroad, bridge 
and telegraph companies for taxes of 1881, aggregated the sum of $601,722,- 
883.75, and notwithstanding the severe drouth of 1881, the assessments in 
that year for taxes of 1882 increased $47,544,359.11, having amounted in 
the aggregate to $649,267,242.86. Presented in the following table are the 
various classes of property assessed, and the total valuation placed upon 
each class, as equalized and adjusted by the State Board of Equalization for 
taxes of 1881.

The amounts required for the maintenance of State institutions are the 
estimates submitted to me by those entrusted with their management. I 
have no satisfactory means of ascertaining the wants and necessities of these 
institutions other than from the officers controlling them, and as they are the 
trusted agents and servants of the State, I have received and adopted their 
estimates as being the proper amounts for which appropriations should be 
made. In like manner I have adopted the estimates of heads of department* 
as being the proper amounts necessary to ! o appropriated for their respective 
departments. 

I desire to call jour attention to the importaiu*:* -^f providing fire-proof 
vaults for the offices of Secretary of State and RegiLiir nf Lands, in which 
valuable books and papers pertaining to those offices, and ccntair.ing much 
of the history of the State, may be stored, and thereby made secure from 
des' ruction by fire or other agency. In this connection I would also urge] a 
smaU appropriation for additional shelving and pigeon-holes in the office of 
State Auditor, wherein may be placed old vouchers from 1820 to 1855, con- 
taining the financial history of the State for that period, and which are now 
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stored away in boxes in the basement of the Capitol and destined to decay 
and loss, unless proidsion is speedily made for their preservation. 

The appropriations for contingent expenses of the Supreme Court for 
contingent expenses of the several State departments and for the general 
contingent fund heretofore made have in many instances been inadequate. 
It is wrong for officers of the State and others to be compelled to render ser- 
vice and wait for months for their compensation because of the insufficiency 
of needful appropriations. It is manifestly unjust that State officers should 
be driven to the necessity of resorting to the payment of short postage in 
order to transact the business of the State. To do away with these evils and 
also with the necessity for deficiency bills at each succeeding session of the 
General Assmbly, I have increased my estimates for contingent expenses as 
compared with the appropriation bill of 1881. *

Fears were entertained lest the unusual drouth of 1881 which occasioned 
such severe injury to agricultural interests would also result in seriously 
affecting the prompt payment of taxes. 

Happily for the State these apprehensions were not realized. The State 
Treasurer has been enabled to cash, without dela^^ every warrant drawn 
against him and w^e find that during the years 1881 and 1882 the ordinary 
surplus revenues have been sufficient to reduce the interest bearing indebted- 
ness, $962,000. 
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Before closing this report, I desire to express my thanks to the several 
county oflScers of the State for the uniform courtesy and promptness shown in 
the transaction of official business, and also for efficient serrvices rendered 
enabling the compilation of valuable statistical information to be found 
elsewhere in this report. 

To ascertain the condition of the several appropriations from the State 
Revenue fund and the receipts and disbursements from other funds, your at- 
tention is respectfully invited to the accompanying tables.

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EDUCATIONAL INSTTTDTIONS. 

Universitt op the State of Missouri. 

By virtue of an act of the General Assembly, approved February 8, 
1839, Peter H. Burnett of Clay, Chaneey Durkee of Lewis, Archibald 
Gamble of St. Louis, John G. Bryan of Washington and John S. Phelps of 
Greene county, were appointed commissioners to select a site for the State 
University, which was to be located on a tract of land containing at least forty 
acres, and within two miles of the county seat of Cole, Cooper, Howard, 
Boone, Callaway or Saline county. The act provided that said commissioners 
should receive conveyances of such land as might be offered as a site for the 
University, also, sealed bids from the different counties and from the citizens 
thereof, for such sums of money as might be secured to the State for the use 
and benefit of the University. After the commissioners had visited the sev- 
eral counties to receive conveyances of real estate and subscriptions, they 
met in the City of Jefferson, and on the 24th of June, 1839, opened all the 
bids and located the University of Missouri at Columbia, Boone county — the 
award being made in the following language : 

'^The commissioners appointed by law, to select a site for the State 
University, have agreed unanimously in the choice of Boone county, for its 
location. Given under our hands at the CHty of Jefferson, this 24th day of 
June, in the year 1839. 

(Signed,) JOHN GANG BRYAN.

After selecting the site for the University, the commissioners deposited 
all conveyances for land and subscriptions with the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, who was required, as soon as any part of the subscription became 
due, to place the evidences of such subscription in the hands of the attorney 
prosecuting for the State in the county in which the subscribers resided, for 
collection. On the first day of June, 1840, the Auditor of Public Accounts 
charged James M. Gordon, circuit attorney of the 2nd judicial circuit with 
subscriptions amounting to $82,381.75, one-half of which was payable on 
that date, and the remainder one year thereafter. The act of February 8, 
1839, provided that subscriptions collected by the circuit attorney should be 
paid into the State Treasury for the use of the University ; but the fourth 
section of an act amendatory thereof, approved February 5, 1841, required

In addition to cash subscriptions, accounted for above, the citizens of 
Boone county contributed lands estimated in 1839, to be worth about thirty- 
six thousand dollars. On the fourth day of July, 1840, the corner stone of 
the main University edifice was laid — the address of the occasion having been 
delivered by General James L. Minor, now a citizen of Jeffersen Cit}'. 

The first President of the University was John H. Lathrop, L. L. D., 
elected by the Board of Curators, In the month of October, 1840, while a 
Professor of Hamilton College, New York. President Lathrop was elected 
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for a term of six yeai's, and entered upon the duties of his office March 1, 
1841. 

The first section of an act approved February 11, 1839, entitled "An act 
to provide for the institution and support of a State University and for the 
government of colleges and academies," provides for a fund to support the 
University which consisted of the following items : 

First — The proceeds of all lands now held by the State and known as 
''Seminary lands." 

Second — All moneys derived from the sales of '* Seminary lands " here- 
tofore m^de and the interest thereof. 

Third — The interest, dividends, proceeds and profits of such moneys and 
lands, until a distribution thereof shall be authorized. 

This fund was invested in stock of the Bank of the State of Missouri, 
and the income thereof was added to, and became a part of such fund, until 
the principal amounted to one hundred thousand dollars. In 1843, and an- 
nually thereafter the earnings of the Seminary Fund were applied to the sup- 
port of the University. A more extended history of the Seminary Fund will 
be found elsewhere in this report. 

The following tables will show the amounts received by the University 
from investments of the Seminary Fund in bank stock and bonds ; also the 
amounts appropriated by the General Assembly, for its support and endow- 
ment from October 1, 1841, to December 81, 1882.

The Curators of the University were authorized to use so much of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of sixty-six of these bonds as might have been necessary to 
finish and fully equip the scientific building of the Agricultural and Mechaoi- 
cal College ; to pay off outstanding indebtedness of the University, amount- 
in g to $19,600.00; to expend the further snmof $5,000.00 in making addi- 
tions to the library, and the remainder of said bonds were to become a pari 
of the permanent endowment of the State^ University. The endowment 
bonds, amounting to $100,000, are held by the Treasurer of the Board of 
Curators and the interest thereon is collected and used in the payment of car- 
rent expenses of the Unive^ity.

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STATE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

Under the provisions of an act of the General Assembly, approved 
March 19, 1870, the First District Normal School was located at Kirksvillc, 
in Adair county, and the Second District Normal at Warrensburg, in John- 
son county. The Third District Normal School was established in the city of 
Cape Girardeau, as provided in an act approved March 22, 1873. The gen- 
eral control and management of each normal school is vested in a board of 
regents, consisting of seven members, all appointed by the Governor with 
the concurrence of the Senate, except the State Superintendent of Public 
Schools, who is ex-officio a member of each board. 

By virtue of an act approved February 14, 1870, a normal department 
in Lincoln Institute, located in the City of Jefferson, was established for the 
purpose of educating and training colored teachers for the public schools. 
In compliance with a resolution of the board of trustees, Lincoln Institute 
and all property real and p^ersonal thereunto belonging, was conveyed to the 
State of Missouri, March 19, 1879. The following table shows the total 
amount paid by the State in support of normal schools from the time each 
school was established to December 31, 1882 ; also the mileage and per diem 
of regents with references to the various laws authorizing appropriations and 
under which warrants were issued :

STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM NO. ONE. 

As provided in an act approved February 16, 1847, entitled ''An act to 
•etablisli an asylurp for the insane," three commissioners were elected by the 
General Assembly, who were entrusted with the selection of a suitable site 
for the location of said institution and with contracting for and supervising its 
erection. In selecting the location of the Asylum the commissioners were con- 
fined to the counties of Boone, Callaway, Chariton, Cole, Cooper, Howard^ 
Moniteau and Saline. After visiting each of the counties named for the purpose 
of receiving donations or bids, the commissioners met in the city of Boon- 
TiUe, where scaled propositions were opened on the 13th day of July, 1847. 
The citizens of Callaway county having offered greater inducements the 
as3'lum was located near Fulton in that county, upon a tract of land con- 
taining about five hundred acres, which had been conveyed to the commis- 
fioners by warrantee deed. In addition to the land a further donation of 
about $11,500 was subscribed and payment thereof secured as provided in 
■aid act. The contract for building the asylum was let to Solomon Jenkine,. 
April 16, 1849, at the price of $47,450. By direction of the board of man- 
agers it was advertised that the asylum would be opened for the reception of 
patients on the first day of December, 1851, but owing to disappointment in 
not haviijg certain improvements completed, the advertisement was counter- 
manded. A few patients, however, were received during the winter. By act 
approved February 28, 1851, the government of the asylum was vested in a 
board of managers, consisting of seven members, who were entrusted with 
general control of the institution, with power to prescribe rules, regulations 
and by-laws for its government, discipline and management and to appoint 
its ofl^cers. The first oflSicers appointed by the board of managers were Tur- 
ner R. H. Smith, M. D., Medical Superintendent; Wm. R. Wilson, St2ward; 
Mre. Eliza J. Swope, Matron, and James S. Henderson, Treasurer. By or- 
der of the board the superintendent entered upon duty in August, 1851. 

Appropriations were made by the General Assembly from time to time, 
and as provided in acts approved February 17, 1857, and March 27,' 1861? 
taxes were levied for the support of the asylum. On the 1st of October, 
1861, in consequence of tiie troubled condition of the countrj', the board 
of managers were forced to suspend the institution and it was not reopened 
until September 7, 1863. 

In 1881 the General Assembly appropriated fifteen thousand dollars for 
the erection of a building for the accommodation and treatment of insane 
•riminals ; said building to be located on the premises of the State Lunntic 
Ajiylum at Fulton. The government of the asylum is now vested in a board 
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of managers, consisting of nine members, three of whom are required to be 
competent physicians. Members of the "Board are appointed by the Gov- 
ernor by and with the concurrence of the Senate.

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STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM NO. TWO. 

This institution was established by virtue of an act of the Greneral As- 
•embly, approved March 28, 1872, which provided for its location in the 
northwestern or' southwestern part 6f the State, and that it should be known 
as *' The Northwestern or Southwestern Missouri Lunatic Asylum." 

Five commissioners, to be appointed by the Governor, were entrusted 
with the selection of a location for the building and with contracting for its 
erection. To purchase a site and erect thereon a suitable building, bonds of 
the State, amounting.to two hundred thousand dollars, were auth(5rized to be' 
issued by said act. On the 25th of May, 1872, the board of commissioners 
determined to locate the asylum in Buchanan county, near the city of St. 
Joseph, and in* June, following, purchased 122.83 acres of land adjoin- 
ing said city, and known as the "Loomis, Miller and Hartwig tract," for which 
the State paid, Nov. 15, 1872, the sum of $29,479.20, or at the rate of $240 per 
acre. The contract for building the asylum was awarded to 'James Gorman^ 
September 10, 1872, at the price and sum of $188,879. On the 9th of No- 
vember, 1874, it was opened for the reception of patients, the board of man- 
agers having previously elected the following named resident officers: George 

C. Catlett, M. D., Superintendent; A. P. Busy, M. D. , Assistant Physician ; 

D. M. McDonald, Steward. Mrs. Laura Calhoun was subsequently elected 
Matron. By virtue of an act, approved February 13, 1874, the name of 
the institution was changed to that of ''State Lunatic Asylum No. 2," by which 
it is now known. On the evening of January 25, 1879, the asylum was to- 
tally destroyed by fire, and thereby two hundred and seventeen insane people 
were deprived of shelter. Temporary quarters w^ere provided in the court 
house and city hospital of St. Joseph, and through the kindness and charity 
of the citizens of that city these unfortunate people were comfortably cared 
for until the Legislature made provision for rebuilding the institution. The 
act to rebuild the asylum at St. Joseph was approved May 5, 1879, and the 
•am of seventy-five thousand dollars was appropriated for that purpose. 
Pending the rebuilding of the institution a temporary frame structure, built 
upon the asylum grounds, and a brick farm-house adjoining thereto, were oc- 
cupied by patients. The asylum was reopened for the reception of patients 
April 1, 1880.

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ST. LOUIS INSANE ASYLUM. 

The St. Louis Insane Asylum was opened lor the reception of patients 
on the 23d day of April, 1869. It was established by the county of St. 
Louis for the express purpose of caring for, and affording protection to the 
insane of said county. 

Recognizing Ihat this institution was erected and equipped without any 
expense whatever to the State, and that its proper support would greatly re- 
lieve the State Anylum at Fulton, the General Assembly by virtue of an act, 
approved April 1, 1872, donated the sum of fifteen thousand dollars, annu- 
ally, to aid in its maintenance and for the advancement of the humane object 
contemplated by its establishment. The amount given by the State to aid 
this institution, from the date of the first appropriation, April 1, 1872, to 
December 31, 1882, is shown in the following table; also references to laws 
authorizing appropriations under which warrants were issued, and the number 
of patients remaining in the institution at the end of each year since its 
opening :

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THE MISSOURI INSTITUTION FOR THE EDUCATION OF THE 

DEAF AND DUMB. 

By virtue of an act, approved February 13, 1839, the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated for the annual tuition of deaf and dumb 
children in the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Carondelet, in the county of St, 
Louis. The Superintendent of said Asylum was entitled to receive from the 
State Auditor a waiTant for forty dollars for each deaf and dumb pupil, resi- 
dent of this State, who had been taught therein for six months. On the 
same day an -act was approved appropriating two hundred and ten dollars to 
aid in the education of the deaf and dumb son of Jefferson Ray, of Howard 
county, at the Deaf, and Dumb As^'lum in Danville, Kentucky. 

The next general law providing for the instruction of the deaf and dumb 
was approved on the 16th day of February, 1847. Under this act parents or 
guardians of deaf and dumb persons between the ages of eight and twenty 
years were entitled, upon the certificate of the county court and superintend- 
ent of common schools, that such persons were proper subjects of charity, 
to receive annually from the State Auditor, a warrant for eighty dollars for 
each deaf and dumb person, to be applied to his or her education. For this 
purpose the sura of two thousand dollars was appropriated for each year, b^ut 
no one of the beneficiaries provided for in the act could receive a greater 
amount than one hundred and sixty dollars. An act to establish an asylum 
for the deaf and dumb, approved February 28, .1851,, provided for its location 
near the town of Fulton, in Callaway county, and appropriated for that pur- 
pose forty acres of land, and the buildings thereon, which had been donated 
to the State of Missouri in compliance with an act entitled "An act to estab- 
lish an Asylum for the Insane," approved February 16, 1847. Deaf and dumb 
persons between the ages of ten and thirty years were entitled to the benefits 
of the asylum, and the sum of eighty dollars annually was appropriated for 
the maintenance of each person. The asylum was opened for the reception 
of pupils on the first Monday in November, 1851 — the first pupil being re- 
ceived on the fifth of that month. William D. Kerr, A. M., of Danville, 
Kentucky, was elected by the Board of Commissioners, as Superintendent of 
the Asylum, and is still occnpying that position. The building now used as 
an asylum was authorized to be erected by the provisions of an act, approved 
February 23, 1853. In consequence of the war, the Deaf and Dumb Asylum 
suspended July 1, 1861, and was not reopened until the second day of June, 
1863. In 1874, the name of the Asylum was changed, and it is now known 
as " The Missouri Institution for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb." 
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The government of the Institution is vested in a Board of Comnussioners, 
consisting of five members, who are appointed by the Governor, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. All deaf and dumb persons between the 
ages of nine and twenty-one years, possessing the requisite qualification are 
entitled to the benefits of the Institution, and may remain therein, as wards 
of the State for eight years, unless sooner discharged by the Commissioners.

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MISSOURI SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND. 

The instruction of the blind was first provided for in an act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, approved February 16, 1847. Under this act each blind per- 
son between the ages of eight and twenty years was entitled to eighty dollars 
per annum, to be paid on warrant of the State Auditor to the parent or 
guardian of such person, upon application of the parent or guardian, accom* 
panied by a certificate of the superintendent of common schools, based 
on a certificate made by the county court, that such blind person was 
a proper subject of charity. The sum of twelve hundred dollars was appro- 
priated for this purpose, but it was stipulated that no one of the beneficiaries 
of said act was to receive a greater amount than one hundred and sixty dol- 
lars. In 1849, this act was amended so as to include blind persons between 
the ages of ten and thirty years, and to allow each person sixty dollars per 
annum, provided that no beneficiary should receive a greater sum than two 
hundred and forty dollars. By virtue of an act, approved February 27, 1851, 
James E. Yeatman, Wa^Tnan Crow, John O'Fallon, S. Pollock, A. B. Cham- 
bers, Joseph Charless, Hudson E. Bridge, Edward Wyman and others, were 
constituted a body corporate under the name and style of ** The Missouri 
Inetitute for the Education of the Blind." To aid this corporation in its 
humane mission, the fourth section of said act appropriated fifteen thousand 
dollars, to be paid in five annual installments ; provided that no part of said 
appropriation should be drawn from the Treasury until at least ten thousand 
dollars should be subscribed in aid of said Institution by citizens or the 
county or city of St. Louis. By an act, approved February 24, 1853, the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars was appropriated to be used in the erection 
of suitable buildings upon ground purchased by or donated to said Institute. 
In 1864, the Board ot Trustees purchased the property, known as the estate 
of General John Ruland, situated on Morgan, between Nineteenth and Twen- 
tieth streets, in the city of St. Louis, for which the sum of twenty-seven 
thousand dollars was paid. The act of February 24, 1855, declared, "The 
Missouri Institute for the Education of the Blind," to be a State Institution, 
and James E. Yeatman and his associates, who were created a body corporate 
by the act of 1851, were made trustees thereof, for the use and benefit of 
the State of Missouri. The sum of twelve thousand dollars, per annum, or 
a period of two years, was appropriated to complete the payment for grounds 
and buildings already purchased, and five thousand dollars per annum for the 
ensuing two years for the support of said Institution. In November, 1855 
the government of the Institution was vested in seven trustees, to be ap-, 
pointed by the Governor, by and with the consent of the Senate. In 1879, 
the name of the Institution was changed, and it is now known as the " Mis- 
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■ouri School for the Blind." By an act, approved February 21, 1881, the 
government of the school was vested in nine trustees, five of whom are resi- 
dents of the city of St. Louis, and constitute an Executive Board, one a 
resident of the City of Jefferson, one of Kansas City, one of North and one 
of South Missouri. 

All blind persons of suitable mental and physical capacity, between the 
ages of nine and twenty-five years, and who are citizens of this State, are 
entitled to the benefits of the school, and are permitted to remain in the In- 
•titution for eight years, unless sooner discharged therefrom by the Board of 
Trustees. 

The following table will show the amount paid by the State for the educa- 
tion and maintenance of the blind from February 16, 1847, to December 31, 
1882; also the number of pupils remaining in the institution at the end of 
each biennial term since its opening in 1851, as well as referencjes to the va- 
rious laws authorizing appropriations and under which warrants were issued :

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THE INDUSTRIAL HOME OF THE ORPHANS AND INDIGENT 
CHILDREN OF MISSOURI. 

A corporation organized under the laws of the State of Missouri, and 
known as " The Widows' and Orphans' Home of Confederate Soldiers of 
Missouri," owned in fee simple and unincumbered a certain tract of land 
containing forty acres, situated in Jackson county, near Kansas City. This 
land, and the improvements thereon, the said corporation proposed to donate 
to the State of Missouri; provided the State would receive and hold the same, 
and forever maintain thereon an institution for the care, custody, mainten- 
ance and education of destitute orphans and other indigent children. The 
proposition was accepted by the State, and *'The Industrial Home of the 
Orphans and Indigent Children of Missouri," was established by virtue of 
an act of the General Assembly, approved March 12, 1874. 

In 1877, the State of Missouri, through its Legislature, declined to make 
appropriations for the future support of this institution, and as provided in 
an act, approved April 21, 1877, the land and improvements thereon were 
reconveyed and the title thereto vested in said Widows' and Orphans' Home 
Society. 

The cost of this Institution from March 12, 1874, the date of the act 
establishing the same, is shown in the following table, also references to laws 
authorizing appropriations and under which warrants were issued :

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SOLDIERS' ORPHANS' HOME OF ST. LOUIS. 

This was a corporation created by virtue of an act, approved January 7, 
1865, and had for its object the education and maintenance of the children 
of soldiers who had fallen in the late civil war. 

It was provided in an act, approved January 31, 1865, that the sum of 
five thousand dollars, annually, for ten years, should be appropriated for the 
support and to aid in the endowment of the Soldiers' Orphans' Home of St» 
Louis. To further aid this Institution, the Union Insurance Company, Mis- 
souri Benevolent and Loan Association, St. Louis Lead and Oil Company, 
and sundry other corporations created in 1865, were required to pay into the 
State Treasur}^ one per cent, per annum of their net earnings for the use of 
the Soldiers* Orphans' Home Fund. From these sources, only the sum of 
$793.21 was realized, and this amount was not drawn from the State Treasury, 
but by resolution of the General Assembly, approved March 20, 1877, it was 
transferred to the State Revenue Fund.

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PENITENTIARY OF THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 

An act of the General Assembly approved January 16th, 1833, authorized 
the construction of a jail and penitentiary house at the City of Jefferson, and 
appropriated for said purpose the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. Two 
Commissioners were appoinied by joint vote of both houses of the General 
Assembly and entrusted with the selection of a plan for the building, as well 
as general supervision of the work. The Commissioners thus selected were 
James Dunnica and John Walker, who, as provided in the act, proceeded to 
Sidvertiae ^Hn all the newspapers printed in the State.'* that the building of 
the jail and penitentiary house would be let to the lowest bidder at public 
auction in the City of Jefferson. They were required to have the building 
completed and ready for the reception of convicts on or before the first day 
of October, 1834. Before its completion John Walker, one of the Commis- 
sioners, was succeeded by Lewis Bolton. The first act for the government of 
the penitentiary was approved March 18th, 1835, which provided that 
the Treasurer, Auditor and Attorney-General should be ex-officio In- 
spectors, and that the officers of the penitentiary should consist of one 
Warden, one physician and as many overseers as the Inspectors should deem 
to be necessary, not exceeding three. Under this act the Warden was ap- 
pointed by joint vote of both houses of the General Assembly, and the 
physician and overseers by the Warden. Guards, not exceeding four in 
number, were authorized to be employed by the Warden, whenever the In- 
spectors believed their employment necessary. The Board of Inspectors, as 
at first constituted, has continued to be composed of the same officers. 
Officers and guards were entitled to compensation per annum as follows : 
Warden, $750; Physician, $100; overseers, $200 ; guards $132. Convicts 
were not to be received until January 1st, 1836, but it was provided that 
persons convicted in any court and sentenced to imprisonment .in the peni- 
tentiary, should, by direction of the court in which such conviction and 
sentence was obtained, be detained in the county jail until January 1st, 1836, 
and the time served in jail after conviction was held to be a part of their im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary. Wilson Edson, a native of Tennessee, 
convicted of grand larceny in the Circuit Court of Greene county, and sen- 
tenced to two years and forty-five days, was the first convict received. He 
was admitted March 8th, 1836, and was the sole occupant of the penitentiary 
until the 28th day of the May following. Governor Daniel Dunklin granted 
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the first pardon to Jonathan Hilton, convicted in the Circuit Court of 
Randolph county for '•^stabbing with intent to kill.'' ' Hilton was bom in Cul- 
pepper county, Virginia, and was pardoned August 22d, 1836, thirteen days 
after his commitment. Lewis Bolton had the honor of being the first Warden, 
and continued in office until the 10th day of April, 1838, when he resigned, 
and on that day was succeeded in oflfice by W. S. Burch. In his report to the 
General Assembly of date November 26th, 1836, Warden Bolton reported 
fourteen convicts in prison, and on the 29th of November, 1838, the number 
reported by Warden Burch waa forty-six. 

THE FIRST LEASE. 

The act approved February 11th, 1839, entitled **An act to provide for 
the leasing of the penitentiary,*' abolished the oflfice of Warden, and ap- 
pointed John C. Gordon and William S. Burch, * 'Keepers and Agents of the 
penitentiary^" for the term of four years from the 15th day of February, 
1839, with full power and authority to have the sole management and control 
thereof, except as restricted in said act. They were required, at their own 
expense, to feed and clothe all convicts therein confined ; to employ all neces- 
sary overseers, guards and physicians, defray contingent expenses, and in all 
respects to keep the penitentiary from becoming a charge to the State. Pro- 
vision was made for the erection of cell buildings, walls and other improve- 
ments, for which the keepers were to be paid by the State '*at the usual rates 
of similar work in the City of Jefferson" For the privilege granted by this 
act, the keepers ot contractors, at the expiration of their term, obligated 
themselves to pay to the State of Missouri the sum of $6,500. The sum of 
$4,000 was advanced to said keepers to enable them '*to carry on said estab- 
lishment,*' which amount was to be refunded to the State at the expiration of 
their lease with interest at the rate of 6 per cent, per annum. Two unpro- 
voked murders occurred in the penitentiary during the pendency of this lease. 
On the 12th day of August, 1839, Henry Lane, an overseer, wantonly shot 
and killed a prisoner named Henry Coatmier. Lane was tried at a special 
term of the Circuit Court of Cole county, convened on the second day of 
September, 1839, by Judge William Scott. He ,wa8 convicted on the sixth 
day of the same month, and was publicly executed on the 14th day of 
October, 1839. 

William S. BuUard, an overseer, was murdered on the 14th day of June, 
1841, by a convict named William H. Berry. At the October term, 1841, of 
the Circuit Court of Ccle county. Berry was tried, convicted of murder Id 
the first degree, and sentenced to death. He was hanged on the 10th day of 
December, 1841. No other executions have taken place for crimes committed 
within the penitentiary. 
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THE SECOND LEAjSE. 

By an act approved January 26th, 1843, the penitentiary was leased to 
Ezra Richmond and James Brown, for the period of ten years from February 
15th, 1843, the day on which the former lease expired. As provided in the 
act of 1839, it was also enacted in the leasing act of 1843, that the keepers or 
lessees should in all respects keep the penitentiary from becoming a charge 
to the State. They were subject to the supervision of Inspectors, and were 
required at the end of each term of the Criminal Court in St. Louis county 
to receive at the jail in St. Louis all persons convicted of felony, and, with- 
out charge, bring them safely and well-guarded to the penitentiarj'. In con- 
sideration of the use of the penitentiary said lessees were required to make 
payments into the State Treasury as follows : At the end of the second year 
$8,000; at the end of the fourth year $9,000; at the end of the sixth year 
$10,000; at the end of the eighth year $11,000, and at the end of the tenth 
year $12,000. On the 9th day of December, 1843, the interest of Ezra Rich- 
mond in the lease was purchased by Messrs. Blaine, Tompkins and Barrett 
of St. Louis, and on the same day Thomas L. Price of Jefferson City 
purchased one-fourth of the interest of James Brown, the other lessee. The 
Governor was authorized to approve the bond of said sub-lessees by act ap- 
proved March 26th, 1845. 

At the expiration of this lease and as provided in an act for the manage- 
ment of the penitentiary, approved February 16th, 1853, the warden system 
was re-established, and the government of the penitentiary vested in one 
Warden, one Deputy Warden, one Factor, one Clerk, one Physician and one 
Chaplain, with such overseers, turnkeys and guards as were necessary, all 
subject to supervisory control of the board of inspectors. James Cochran 
received the appointment of Warden and entered upon the discharge of his 
duties on the 22d day of February, 1853. Since that date the warden system 
has prevailed and the following named persons have been appointed wardens : 

F. C. Hughes, March 19, 1857. 

John L. Blaine, June 3, 1861. 

P. T. Miller, August, 28, 1861. 

Horace A. Swift, January 5, 1865. 

David A. Wilson, March 3, 1869. 

W. J. Dougherty, January 13, 1871. 

John P. Sebree, January 18, 1873. 

James R. Willis, January 23, 1877. 
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TBK THIRD LBABE. 

In compliance with an act of the General Assembly approved March 22, 
1873, the penitentiary was leased for ten years to Charles A. Perry, Elias 
H. Perry, Waller Young and James B. Willis. The lessees assumed control 
of the institution May 29, 1873, and on the 18th day of April, 1874, the 
penitentiary was sub-leased to the St. Louis Manufacturing Company as con- 
templated by section 3 of the act above referred to. It was provided in the 
act of March 28, 1874, that in case the lease was forfeited or surrendered 
by the lessees, the Warden should carry on the penitentiary and employ the 
convicts on account of the State, under the supervision of the inspectors. 
Anticipating such a contingency the sum of $4,000 per month was appro- 
priated. On the 22d, day of November, 1875, the lease became forfeited 
and the penitentiary again reverted to the sole management and control of 
the State, under which it has since remained. The leasing system proved a 
miserable failure, involving the State with large expenditures in the liquida- 
tion of claims for broken contracts, and when it came to an end, left the 
management ;of the penitentiary without means for the profitable employ- 
ment of convicts ; without food or clothing for them, and confronted with in- 
debtedness, past present and prospective. A picture of its destitution is 
thus presented by Gov. Hardin in his message to the General Assembly : 

*'At the time of the surrender, the State had only the walls, houses 
and unclothed convicts. An entire supply of clothing, provisions, beddings, 
furniture of every kind, machinery, tools, wagons, teams and all other 
articles necessary and proper for the management of the prison and its labor 
had to be provided. ' * 

From 1853 to the present time officers, guards and employes have been 
paid out of the usual appropriations made for the payment of civil officers^ 

In the following table will be seen the total warrants issued to the peni- 
tentiary, in excess of its earnings, from January 16, 1833, the date of the 
act authorizing its erection to December, 31, 1882, and also the number of 
convicts remaining in prison at the end of each biennial term since the insti- 
tution was opened, January 1, 1836, as well as references to the various 
laws authorizing appropriations to be made and under which warrants 
were issued :
